"The Intermediate Credit Bank 
oblains its funds by selling its deben- 
tures to the investing public." 


It is for (his reason, Mr. Johnson 


explained, that loons must be made on 
a sound business basis if the low coat 
credit of the financial centers is to 
continue to be available to farmers. 


While it is necessary ofr the farmer 


to put up sufficient collateral, the as- 
sociations make their security require- 
ments as reasonable as sound policy 
permits. Loans are made with ,the 
expectation that they will bo repaid, 
and the collateral is only n safeguard 
against unforsoen circumstances and 
against the possibility of other cred- 
itors takin;; the property and thus de- 
priving the borrower of his means of 
earning nu income, Mr. Johnson point- 
ed out.
